Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1, 4-19, 20 and 23-38 are allowable due to amendment. The following 
are reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Regarding claims 1 and 20, no prior art is discovered to show or suggest 
initiating optical image writing based on a beam detection signal detected after a time 
Te determined as a time elapsed by a base correction time t1 from a time Ta and 
correcting phase, during a period between a time Tc and a time including the time Tc 
and the base correction time t1 , based on a time lag dt2 and a time lag dt1 . Therefore, 
in light of the disclosed prior art, it would not have been obvious for one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to have initiated optical image writing and 
corrected the phase based on the specified times. 

Regarding claims 4-19 and 23-38, these claims are deemed allowable because 
they are dependent on base claims 1 and 20 containing allowable subject matters as 
discussed above. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant's Arguments/Remarks filed on 05 August 2008 has been fully 
considered. Claims 2, 3, 21 and 22 have been canceled. Amended claims 1, 4-20, 23- 
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Art Unit: 2861 

30 and 32-37 are accepted as overcoming the previous objections and containing no 
new matter. Claims 1 , 4-19, 20 and 23-38 are allowable for the reasons stated above.
